Kepe diligent iy the failed Alos, in litie dil⸗ 
ſhes of woode, to make this that wee wyll ſpeake bf;bere 
kallowynge. Lake Aqua vſte, not to fyne, nos ofthe 
firſt ſtilling, but Killed rwiſe o thziſe at the moſte 7/And 
put in diuers litle violles of glaſſe( the oue bigger then 
the ot her) all theſe thinges folowinge , well beaten inte 
pouder, at the leſt thoſe that maye be beaten, puttpng 4 
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ſo in eche of theim, aſmoche of the Aqua vite, as ſhall bee 
thꝛee fingers aboue them in the Miolies „ dapng as here 
after foloweth. Take an vnte of fmalle fine Peries, well 
waſthed thzee oz fower tymes-mcleare water :!andthey 
beyngd2zfed,and lated in the iuice of Lemons, oz Cytris, 
well trained „ leane theim ſo by the ſpace of thzee dates: 
_ and ſo put the ſated perles, that thei may be with the ſaid 
iulce, remaining in the glaſſe, putting to them Role wa⸗ 
ter, thzce fingers bigh oz aboue, the perles, as ts afe:zeme 
tioned. Then take an vnce of fine read Coꝛall, and put it 
likewiſe in the Juice of Lemons o Titrons ,'vſpngit in 
all poinctes, like as pe did the perles; putting it in a glaſſe 
by it ſelf with Roſe water, with fower vnces of blew Ut- 
triol, well burned in a cloſe pot.

all the tender leaues of the ſafed herbes: and then ſtampe 
them flightly,in a mozter of tone oz wood, and put them 
altogether into one glalſe,o2 into diuers, with as moche 
Aqua vite,as will be aboue tdem, thzeev2fower fingers, 
as we haue ſaied of the other thinges,and let them ſtand 
ſo in the glaſſe, wel topped with ware o bombaſe. Take 
after this, balfe an vnce of Saffron, wel beaten into pou⸗ 
der, and put it in a glatte by it ſelf with Roſe water, artet 
the maner of the other thynges': then put to it fower vn⸗ 
ces of Trlacle, with Roſe water, in an other glatte, after 
the koꝛeſaied maner: and take one vnce of fine Ctnamon, 
a quarter of an Ante of Cloues, an Unce of Lignum Aloe 
an vnte of Anile ſeede, and vnce of Fenell ſeede, halle an 
vnce ot ſmallage ſeede, ue oz ſire vntes of Jeniper ber- 
ries, halte an vnce ot᷑ Cherueli ſeede ot. the ſcede and bark 
ot a Cedar tree, ot ethe of them twoo vnces, halſt an bnce 
of Py2rhe , a quarter of an vnce of Stozar oz Styrax Li 
quida,and Ute of Bengewine,an-bnce of Sandalt, of all 
ſoztes'of Pirabolanes, ot eche of the thzee vnces, of Pine 
apple kernefles mondified thace bnces; of yelowe Ambze 
which the Apoticaries — "aa vn⸗ 
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ces of white Wittanie grene 02 dꝛie, the eight parte (02 as 
litir as pou will) ot an vnce of Puſke. Let all theſe thyn- 
ges bee well ſtamped, and mired together, and putte in a 


glaTe with their aqua vite, as is ſaied of the-other. ou 
muſt then toppe well al theſafed violles o: glaſſes, 02 o⸗ 
ther veſſelies, with ware oz bombaſe, and with parche⸗ 
ment ouer it: and ſoſet them a daie in the Sonne, and the 
nightfollowpng,tn the aire abzode. The mo2owwe after, 
take ſome great veſſellofglaſſe, as thicke as pon can get, 
baupng no couer, bicauſe pou mate alwategloke into it: 
andthereints pou ſhall po wꝛe faire t ſoftly the Roſe was 
ter, that is tn all theglaſſes;eche of them beyng coloured 
with their ſubſtaunce, in ſoche maner that no part ofthe 
ſubſtauntes, whiche are in the bottome, be mixte with it. 
Aad after, hauing put al tbeſated Aqua vite, into theſaid 
veſſeli, as is aboue ſaid, yt ſhal (et it in ſome place, where 
as no oonne can in any wiſe come vnto it.

the Mana, and the Bonie in the dewe, — t to be 
ſet in the Donne, but muſt be kept vntil pouput it in ve, 
as we wil che we vou. And after that you haue ponred the 
Aqua vite, out of all theſated glaCes ve ſhall put in other 
freſhe, and ſet them well topped in the @onne, and in the 
night in the arte, as is afo2eſaied. Then put them all to⸗ 
gether with the other, in the ſaid veſſell of glaſſe, and put 
again in euerv violle other Aqua vite, and doe as befo2e:

But the bloſtomes muſt weigh foure times 02 very nigh 
as mach as all the herbe that pe gathered in the moneth 
of Pay,and befoze ſaintt Johns day, and was put in the 
ſaide violle 02 glaſſe , with the wpne and ople Oliue. 
Pou muſte after this mingle all theſe thinges tagether, 
and put them in ſome violle oz glaſſe , oz els fn ſome pan 
of earth berye cleane, with the ſaide wine and ople oliue, 
and put to it againe other wine and oyle, vntil at be cone- 
red as befoze: and then ſet all this inthe Sonne in ſome 
veſſel wel topped.

woꝛſe but rather better. Jf all theſe fozeſaydthynges can 
not bee gotten in one ſeaſon o2 tyme it is no matter: fo2 
aman maye putte them in as he findeth them: And if pe 
tan not get them all, ye maye putte in them that pe can 
finde 2 t. The vertues of thisercellent Ople are inff- 
nite,oft 
thoſe that haue been pzoned bp experience, as well of vs 
as of other in our pꝛeſence, and by our appopntment 
and s2deringe. Fir it hath as muche oz moze bertue 
then the trewe and righte Balme , and it is good fo2 all 
tolde griefes, as well within as without the bodpe: fo2 
the Sciatica and colde goute, in heatinge it and rubbypnge 
the place withall : foz a gquartapne, tertian oz quotidian 
ague, when a man annopnteth the raines of the backe an 
boure befoze the ague come.

T Ake a ponge dogge of redde heare, and keepe him 
thzce dapes without meate:and then ſtrangle him 

with a co2ve , and let him lie dead a guarter of an 
houre, and in the meane time bople a kettell of ole vp 
on the fier, and putte the dogge in whole o2 in pieces, 
it maketh no matter howe,ſo that he be all there with 
the ſkynne and heare: 4 make him ſeeth ſo bntpl he be 
almoſte ſodden to pieces, keeppng alwapes the kettell 
cloſe coucred . In the meane tyme take Scozpions to 
the number of foureſkoze oz a hundzed , and put them 
in a baſyn on the fp2e, vntyll they be thozowly burned. 
Then putte them in the ſapde kettle with the ople and 
the dogge, puttinge to it a good diſhefull of greate 
grounde Wozmes , well wathed, a good handfull of 
ſainct Johns Wozte, a bhandefull of wplde oz marſhe 
Mallowes, asd a handfull of Walwozte, with an vnte 
of @affron. Secth all theſe thinges well together, vn- 
tyll the fleſhe of the dogge be bzoken and fallen in pie⸗ 
ces. And becauſe pe muſt haue mucb ople, pe map at the 
firſt putte into the kettle two partes of water, and 
one parte of ople: and in ſet hing ye mape pow2e in wa 
ter,vntill the dogge bee all togetber bzoken , as is al- 
readie ſapde:then let it ware colde.

ted. And when all this hath boypled by the ſpace of Halfe 
an houre,let it coole againe, and ſette it in the @unne 
in ſome kynde of veſſell well conered by the ſpace ok 
certaine dapes. Zhen ſhall pou haue an excellent ſub 
faunce and matter fo2 all kynde of colde infirmities, 
and fo2 many other. And as A baue alreadie ſaid J haue 
ſeene the erperience of it in a Frier of ſaint Dnefrep, 
that is to ſap:of them that weare an habit of Roan co- 
four : but(as he ſated) be dwelt not in the monefterie, 
becauſe of the ſafde infirmitie ot his left arme, whiche 
was as d2le as the bzaunche of a wpthered tree. Boze- 
oner, he {aide vnto me, that he did not remember noz 
coulds tell whether that chaunced bnto him, eit her by 
ſickeneTe,o2 by ſome wounde o2 hurt, The ſaide arme 
was become ſmaler then the other almoſte by halfe , ſo 
that the (aide arme bay almoſte no ſtrength at all, and 
coulde not belpe it ſelfe in any wiſe. J cauſed him then 
to bee annointed with the ſafde ople(wbiche J had ſet 
inthe Sonne the Bommer of the peare 154-7. ) by the 
ſpace of, ii. Miſcrere , & made him tary in the Sonne vn- 
till the ſaide ople was cleane dzied vp, and had perted 
thoꝛo we the ſaide arme: and within. w. daies, men did 
percepue. and ſee perfitlye that the vaphes gaue nous! 
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richment bnto the membꝛe. Hine daies after the arme 
was as full of fleſhe as the other: and with the helpe cf 
god, was as whole and ſounde, as though it had neue r 
de ne hurte. This ſatde opnt ment 02 ople is a pꝛecious 
thing, and good foz all cold infirmities, and fo2 þ gout: 
and ſpectally foz all contractions o2 ſhzunkinges toge- 
ther of ſyns wes o2 membzes and woundes, albcit,the 
man were wounded in the middes of the bodye, in put- 
ting ts it this ople; (hail a miraculous thing be ſeene: 
and it is alſo gos d foꝛ the ſinowes; As Itame from-Je- 
ruſalem in the pere 1518 in a hippe, of the whiche the 
maiſter was calied Meter de chioggu, we were ſet vpon 
by fine foyſtes of Pirates , on this ſyde Co2pbu;4 one 
of the Partners ſo attainted with the troke of a gone 
that be had his arme bzuſed and bzoken , and wyth the 
ſame blowe another hurte in the bzeſt , The PÞbiſition 
would haue cut of the arme. But among other thihgs 
that Jcaried abont with me, Jfounda bore of the ſaid 
opntment, wherwith J anopnted his arme, and in the 
ſpace of ſire oʒ ſeuen days, he was healed miraculbuſlp. 
bane made many erperiences,aſwell vpd mp ſelf, as 
pd others: and hauing geuen of it vnto diuers men to 
apde them ſelues withall, thei haue tolde me that they 
baue folid in it a meruelons vertue g operation.

very euil and hurtful for gentlewemen:foz, the mooſte 
part of them that make ſublime. make it with Witrisls 
partly becanſe it is made with leſſe coſt, and parti be⸗ 


cauſe it is pzofitabler foz many things, then made with 
Aloms,

o2 kyl men. The ſapde ſublime made with Alome and 
Uitriole, mayeafely be ſublimed a newe, that is to ſay. 
fo; euerpe pounde of this ſublime, to putte to it halte a 
nd of common white ſalte, oz barned Alome, oz vn - 
flieaked lime, in ſettinge this to ſublime, as befoze:the 
whiche wpl ſublime it ſelfe much ſoner, and wpl ware 
kapꝛer, the oftener you ſublime it. The Alchemiſtes, fo 
towpnge the pꝛeceptes of Geber, of Saynte Thomas, 
and other Philoſsphers,go aboate and ſpende tyme to 
ſublyme it dyuers times fe: to fpre it, amonge whom 
there be that ſublyme it a hundzeth times, and other 
ſome twoo hundzeth tymes, and pet at thende bzinge 
it to none effec: and that cometh, becauſe that al wates 
they put in, in ſubliminge the ſated lees, that is to ſay, - 
the ſalte, alome oꝛ vitriole,as we haue ſaied. And ſeing 
that the nature ofthe fpze is to fir and make firme thin 
ges that ſone flit awaye, the oftener the ſaſed ſublpme 
cometh to the fyze,the moze doth it faſten t fir at every 
time, but that part that is fired, is alwates mingled w 
the ſaſedlecs,4 ſo is loft: Therefoze thep whiche made 
the ſated ſublimatton,not confideringe the reaſons and 
cauſes why ſuche a thynge happeneth, founde that by 
litle and little they? ſublime was diminiſhed, and(per- 
aduenture)thought it hadde flowen awape, oz els con- 
ſumed in the fp2e,rather than to beleue that it remap⸗ 
ned in the ſaied lees,from the whiche it can in no wyſe 
be ſeparated. — mindinge philoſophicallpe to pzo⸗ 
cede in the kaſteninge oꝛ firinge the ſaled ſublyme, you

F Ake of the ſald pouder beaten and ſifted , and begyn

loſe much ok it, being cloſſe it wil bzap the better. Row 
pou muſt bꝛap 4 grind a pound of the ſaide ſtone, at twiſe 
Nth:iſe,tnoleſſe,4 you map not be lcfſe then. . houres 
about it at euery timc,if you will haue your mony out of 
tt, and ſoſpzinkle it rounde about w the ſaid licour to the 
intent it may not cleane to the ſtone in grinding it.

But it it be dzy and turne taſi 
into pouder:then take it away, and ſo it is a ſigne that the 
pouder is fatty with Hon, and therefoze muſt poupurge 
and purifie it, to the intent it may come in due timeoute 
of the paſte, And to waſhe afterward this ſaid Azure, ale 
a Barbers baſen oz a litle baſen of earthe , made ſoꝛ the

power n it ſome luke warme water that is ſkante 
warme , let it be two fingers aboue the paſt, : it the land 
water were deſtylled thoꝛow a feltg, it woulde be muche 
better. and foz to be aſſured, vou ſhall waie the paſte after 
it is waſhed, to the intent pou mape knowe what to doe, 
and how much you ought to take out of it, in conſidering 
wyth pour iudgement the ople that mape paraduenture 
be entred in, in handlyng it, e ſo leaue it in the ſayde wa⸗ 
ter luke warme the ſpace of a quarter of an houre if n be 
in ſommer, but if it be in winter lee.

T Ake the pelkes of fiue oz fire egges of Hennes that 
haue bene nurriſhed e fed w tome, and not w graſſe, 
t perte the pelke with ſome ſharpe poynted thing E 
ſpunkle it here « there as men do oyle vpon ſalades, vpon 
the azures a litle vpon eche ſozt, i do ſo in euer baſen and 
incopozate wel together with pour hand the eggs wyth 
the azure, than waſhe it agapn with ſtrong ſwete lie, and 
wache it ſo longe vntill pou ſee it come oute as cleare as 
cou did put it in: then rynſe it thꝛee 02 foure tymes wpth 
ſreſhe water, and this is the true biaſhing and the parfite 
purifipng which geueth a gloſſe unto al azuxes, and this 
ſecrete do all the excellent mayſters vſe „ and aboue al 
thynges let the water alwapes ſettle befoze you emptye 
(t out ita the other baſyns , fo2 you ſhoulde diminilhe ta

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much the greater matte of Azure. There is pet another 
goodly ſecrete fo2 to geue a gloſſe vnto the ſayde azureg, 
which is vnknowen to many men, and that is when the 
azure is well waſhed t purified , as is befoze- mentioned. 
Take thegallof a bull, & bzeakeit vpon the azures, ag 
pou dyd the pelke of the Egge accoꝛdyng as the azure ig 
bppon cuery ſoꝛt. Then rubbe them well with pour hand 
and wach them as befoze. And note, that all theſe manerg 
of purifipngs are made one after another, when the azu⸗ 
res be out ot᷑ the paſte,and you ſhal make al the ſayd pur 
fipngs diligently, handſomelp, and leyſourly in the baſen, 
And this is a very ercellent ſecret. 


The maner how to ſtraine the azures after the be purifyel 
made cleanc aud waſhed. 


T is neceſſary to ſtrapne beyond ſea azure, t otherallo 
if haply there be any greaſe oz filthe oz any peces of the 

paſte remaining in it:toꝛ theſe azures muſt be meryey- 
lous well o2dered t trimmed , as we haue here befo;e 
mencioned, And therefoze pou ſhall do thus, The laſt wa 
ter Þ pou ſhall gene them after they be purified; you ſhal 
paſſe it thozow a ſarſe oʒ ſiue: then thozow another that is 
kyner, ⁊ the laſt tyme thozow a ſtrainer , t when you wyll 
make thoſe waſhings, alwayes let the water ſtande vn- 
tyll it be tleare, oꝛ els you ſhall take bp the water by lytle 
and lytle wyth a ſponge , but take heede that the azure 
enter not into the ſponge. And after that you haue taken 
all the waters thus vp, let the azures be in their baſens, 
let them dꝛpe in the ſhadow t not in the ſunne, loꝛ it is not 
good fo2 it. And ſpetially keepe all your wozke from duſt 
and all other immundicities and kplthe: and when they 
be dꝛye take them vp diligently ethe one by himſelfe, to 
put them in bagges o leather in the ſmotheſt ſpde , and 
when it is bounde bp rubbe it well with your hands , foz 
it is made fpne by that meanes, And the longer it remai⸗ 
neth made, the better colour it getteth when you holde it 


in the ayꝛe, and pf you wyl fpne agapn pour azures —— 
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make them of pꝛlce qvalue , vou muſte put them ones 
againe to inco2pozate into the ſtrongt paſt, folowing the 
maner and oder befoze declared, and let them remain ſo 
thꝛe dayes:then take them in like ſoꝛt as we baue ſhewed 
pou befoze: And the oftener pou do thus, the fyner it wpyll 
ware . It is true that it will dimfniſhe alwayes in the 
weight, but pet foz to put it in wonke, one vnce wil go as 
farre as the vnces ofthe other, and therefoze you muſte 
be diligent in all thinges ,# ſpeclally in the watſhinges, 
leaſt pon ſhould loſe pour labour. And alſo beware and 


vigilant toknow the ſtone , to make pour cimentes, and 
to compounde pour paſtes, 


Te make blacke Sope for clothes, with all the ſygues and 
tekeas that it geueth and maketh in boy ling. 


S Ake thirty pounde of vnlleckt white lyme, it pou can 
get it, and that is in great whole peccs t not in pou⸗ 
der, foure ſkoze and ten pounde of the ſtrongeſt 
aſhes pou can fynde , Then oper and d2efſe the aſhes 
raume aboute the lyme, in fozme and maner of Pozter, 
and ſpꝛynckle witha Bꝛoome weate in water the ſmall 
pecesoflime a little at ones and often, to the intent that 
the fire male enter into it, and whan it is well mollified 
and augmented by reaſon ofthe heate which is in it, let 
there be two of you , the one to fncopozate well with a 
ſpade oz ſhouell the lyme with the aſhes , and the other 
to ſpzynckle water with þ Bꝛoome well vpon it e rounds 
about it, to the intent there riſe no pouder 02 duſt of it.

keth chinckes oz cleftes about it, it is a ſigne that it is ti⸗ 
ſen, And il it be in told weather you map couer it, to fear 
that it take no told and ſs loſe qis heate, fo2 then it would 
make no good Pagiſtrale. WMhan all this is done, 
ſtraine the ſapde matter ina veſſel of earth, hauing a hole 
in the bottome, being coucred with a lytle ſtrawe, and a 
diſhe oucr it, to the intent that the matter mape runne in 
tyme: and whan pou put it in pꝛeſſe egally euery where 
as much as pou can, and let it be alwapes even abone: 
than powze vppon it ſome whote water, oz cls do as fol⸗ 
loweth, as J my ſelfe do. Pake ready ſixe oʒ eyght payles 
full of the rapned Lie , and powꝛe it on the veſſell J 
meane of the firſt which is good, and at the firſte put in 
two oz thze payles full, the which being ſuncke downe, 
put in as muche moze , and open not the hole in the bot, 
tome, vntill al the matter be dzunck vp; then let it runne 
out by litle and litle , and becauſe pou may the better 
knows the kirſt, the ſeconde and the thyꝛde, take an egge 
newelapde , and bynde it rounde abouts wyth a th:cede 
and as the Pagiſtrale lie commeth out, put the Egge in⸗ 
to it, and whyles the Egge remaincth aboue, put all in⸗ 
toaveſſell , foz it is the firſt whiche pou ought to make 
muche ok.

And whan it hath ſodden about cyght oꝛ nyne 
houres , pou maye begynne to aſſape and p2one it, and 
ſee that pou keepealwgpes a lytleof the fyzſte and of the 
letonde foꝛ all occafions that mape chaunce. 
And whan it hath boyled vnto the ſapde houre , vou ſhall 
ſte it ware thicke , and make Bubbles in ſeethynge 
longe and thicke, Than mape you beginne to make pour 
pzoofe and aſſape.

ware into a thicke ſubſtaunte , is that in taking of it by 
with a ſpone, the thzedes oʒ lytle firekes do bzeake withs 
out ſhzinking vp againe, 4 this is a ſigne that it is ſodden 
inough.

And he that 
bath experience of this knoweth what is to be done in ſe⸗ 
enge it bople onely . And when you ſec that it is wel, 
take it from the fper. 


The ſygnes that Sope geuerh jp ſcerhyng if it be to hard, 
or to ſoft, yhcther it be liquide or whyte, 


F when the &ope is ſodden you woulde take (tout, 
and that you ſee it whyte, and in making the p2oofe 03 
aſſay it ware harde, note, that than it is bery good, and 
it pou wpll haue it ſtronge take it of, foz being made it re 
tourneth to his colour again, but it remaineth ill llrong. 
But it it be to ſtronge, it is not to be tommended, foz it 
wareth harde, and ſo goth in pe tes when you woulde oc⸗ 
tupie it, ſo that you ſhall be fapne to ſeeth it agayne, and 
to make it retour ne into a good and meaſurable ſoꝛte, 
foz beyng ſo ſtronge oz harde it fretteth to muche the 
clothes and conſumeth them.

of the other, after as you ſee it ſtronge mooze on lefſe, 
and it byylretourne into a good ſtate , and muſte boylg 
fayze and ſoftlye , foz feareit ſtycke not to ths bottome, 
and burne by the reaſon of to muche fyer ; Foz ſache a 
fyer is of great (mpoztaunce. The fourthe Wie, is not ſet 
aWwoozke but whan it maketh as it were a Gellep , and 
is ſtronge and to rawe. 
Where be ſome good Payſfers and wozkemen , that put 
in the ſeconde Magiſtrale with Oyle, to the entent that 
the Oyle might not be ſo muche hurte by his ſtrength, 
and than they put in a lytle of the thyꝛde, and thanaly- 
tte of the tourtize, and after that a lytie of the firſte: But 
there is no hurte in that, fo: there be ſome meaſures in 
it, and theſe mirtions are not made in the p2eſence 
other men, when the Paiſter will not ſuffer it to be kno⸗ 
wen, ſoz feare leaſt that other ſhoulde caſely learne it.

Ake the roote of the herbe called in Latyne Pany 
porcinus, and ſkrape 02 grate it, and put itinalvthe 
pot, and put to it ſixe vnces of oyle of roſes „ let it ſeethj 
well , « when it begynneth to bople put in ſire vnces of 
litarge of golde, t a dꝛagme of Pꝛecipatum pzepared,and 
let it remaint a lytle on the fper , mixing and ſturryng tt 
ſtill, e alſo after ward vntill it be tolde: then annoynt the 
ſkuruye head w it , e ſtrowe vppon it lykeſpyce a lytle 
floure of the grayne called Lupines, and ſome beane 
lloure mixt together, ⁊ ſo put a coife vppon his head, and 
that ſhal ſuffice ones a day in doing it.itj.dapes together. 
And ik the heares lal not at them ſelues, pull them ont by 
lptle i lptle, and within. rij. oʒ.riu.dapes he ſhalbe cured. 
Allo angther waye,take Sage, Roſemarpe, our Ladyes 
gloues, Camomille, t Panis poꝛcinus, cut this verpe 
mal, ot eche of them a handtul, bople them vntyl they be 
lodden inough s that the vertue e ſtrength bee remained 
in the UWine than ſtraine it t pꝛeſſe well the herbes, and 
walhe theſkabbye head w the ſayde Wine x dzye it well 
thys done make a fyne pouder ot a piece of the fieſhe of a 
yonge Bulle, and ſtrowe it vppon the head lyke ſppces, 
and bynde the coife vppon his head, dopnge thys ones a 
dape, and plucke eucrye dayc ſome of the heares awaye, 
fo2 they wyll dyc awape by lytle and lytle ol themſelues. 
And do thus ſooften vntyll pou ſee hys head nete and 
cleane, and tdan all he he thozowly whole. There is 
vet another ſecreate whereok menne make lytle oz none 
accompt 


actompt, and pet neuertheleſſe it you pꝛoue it you ſhall 
fynde a merueplous effect of it. Take thꝛe pounde of elde 
lardc of a barrowec hagge, and lape it to ſteepe two dapeg

leſſe, actoꝛding as the fier was great, oꝛ as long vntil you 
thinke it be roſte inough:then take it out of the fler, and 
make it tleane, and ſtraine out the greaſe of it, paſſingit 
tho owa lynnen cloth, t by and by put into it a quarter ot 
an vnce oz moꝛe o2 leſſe of Uerdegriſe bzaped very ſmale, 
accoꝛding as the infirmitie ſhalbe great 02 ſmale , andin- 
602pozate it wel together w a ſtycke the ſpace of an houre, 
vntil it beginneth to ware colde , to the intent that the 
Ucrdegrife diſtende not al to the bottome, and kepe this 
greaſe as a pꝛecious thynge : and the older it is, the bet- 
ter operation it maketh. And annopnte the head of the 
Pacient w it euerye ſeconde nyghte, and wache alſo hys 
bead twyſe oz thzyſe a Weeke w ſweete Lie „ wyth a 
handful of [cans Bꝛanne boyled and dzpe it wel agapne, 
annopnt his head againe, puttyng theCoyfe vppon hys 
head and none other „ and, when pon haus annoynted 
it thzee oz foure tymes,the roote of the heare wil be rype, 
and pou mape plucke alwayes ſome out in waſhynge, 
and they wyl comme of eaſely and without payne. And 
if in caſe they waulde not comme of eaſely neyther wyth 
fozce,care not fo2 that: Foꝛ the diſeaſe hathnotpearced 
thither and there foꝛe let them alone, foz ſome tymethey 
be not daungerous : But if they were infected oz hurte 
with the diſeaſe they woulde bee looſe and fal of , 02 els 
caſyetobepluckt of , becauſe that the opntment doeth 
rype the roote , and whan the bead is al bare, wythout 
heareaud madecicane, feare not, fozal the heare wyl 
tomme agaync fairer then eucrthty wert, and he * 
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be cured t ſounde. This hath bene oftentymes pꝛoned, e 
hath wzought wel almoſt in al men: Foz you muſt know 
that there are foure kyndes of ſcurffes, The one is nioze 
groſſe and fieſhy.thanthe other, and therefoze meruavle 
not, if yon fynde ſo many diners receypts ; fo; there be 
many inen that heale the ſturtte which knowe it not; but, 
(fit be the ſcurffe looke vppon his nayle , and il tbere be a 
blacke circle abonte the Whyte at the roote of che nayle, 
and the greater the circle is, the wozſe kynde of ſcurtfe it 
is,and therfoze pou ſhal vſe the remedies afozeſayde,aud 
let him not eate any Hogges fleſhe , noz cigreo2ſharpe 
wings, and with the helpe of God be Halbe bealed. Take 
alſoa great I iſard oꝛ two, and dzowne them in common 
ople, and than ſerth them vntil they conſunic , and with 
this Oyle annoynt hys bead often tymes, and the beate 
wyl comme ſo laſt and ſuch great quantitie, that he ſhal 
not tel what to do wfth them. There is alſo another re⸗ 
medyko2 toheale the flmple ſcarffe. Take the greaſc of a 
male Hogge as much as pou wpll , and ſomme ſtronge 
Uinaigre fo: a thyꝛde parte, and halte an vnce of alte 
beaten and ſtampt , and boyle it with aſmale fyer vntyl 
uche Ainaigre be conſumed: Chan take it from the fler, 
and put into it al theſe pouders folowing: Uerdegriſe, 
nome ok the rocke burned, of eche of then. ij. dꝛagmes, 
bumſtone e ſuet ot eche one a dꝛagme, t pigeons dong, e 
let al be wel incozpozated together, t anoint his head W it 
ones a dap, e wache it twiſe oꝛ thziſe a werke, and boyle in 
he kle the rote ol lapathum oꝛ Rumex in Englich $03- 
rel ſtratne it, and than waſhe-him with it, and when it 
isdzie againe, anoint him a freſh.

Ake purged Bꝛymſtone, as J haue taught pou be⸗ 

foe in the chapter of ople of Bzymſfone , ofthe 

which pou wyll: Take thereof a pounde of B:zyn1- 

ſfone calcined , as is ſapde in the chapter befoze,a pound 

of Otkall of yzon,yzon bzuſed ſmall a quartcrne , bzaye

glaſe, which pou ſhall ſet in a dunghtllfen dayes. Then 
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them well and ſifte them, then put them into a Limbecke 
which hath a hole aboue, the which you ſhall ſfoppe with 
a peece of Yꝛon plate, lute well with Claye the ſubs 
limatozie that no bzcathe goe oute, and ſet it in a Foz 
neyſe to ſublime, making a litle fp2e bnderneth it ,loke 
now and then vnder the peece of Y2on plate : the which 
when it is no moze moyſte , ſfoppe the hole with lutum 
ſapientiæ, and make the fyꝛe a little greater, and leaue 
te ſofire houres. Then take it of, and that which fickech 
faſfe aboue vppon it, rubbe it of with an Hares fte. 
Stirre it agayne with the lees that remaineth vnder, and 
ſet it in againe and ſublime it as befoze . Doe thus thz& 
tymes , and alwapes rubbe of that, which you fynde 
aboue bppon it, and kepe it, and bꝛape the les by it 
ſelfe , and doe as befoze, bntpll they ſmoke no moze bp- 
on the fpze : Then caſte them oute, and take one parte 
of this ſublimed Bꝛymſtone, two partes ofcommon ſalt 
pꝛepared, bꝛape them well together, and ſublime them 
as befoze , laying firſt a plate vpon the hole. Hautng 
done this ſpue tymes , take of the Bꝛymſtone befoze ſub⸗ 
timed , and bzape it with twpfe as muche common ſalte 
pꝛepared. And ſublime it ſo often that the Bzymſfone 
be as whyte as Snow t then there will be inough.Kepe it. 
Oyle of Fgges, | 
Ake Egge ſhelles ſfamped, hauing the little ſkpnne 
within taken away,kepe them. Then take the pe lks 
blk eEgges, and beate them well in a pot, and ſet a 
glaſſe of them under a dunghill of whote ÞHo:ſedunge 
the ſpace ofepght dayes together. Then take it oute, 
and put the ſapde Egges in a Lpmbecke , and lute it 
well , and diſtul chem thus thza& tymes, and there 
wpll come Oleum ouorum.

T* auri pigmentum, and bzuſe it ſmall, and ſeth it 


wyth Oleum lunare in little Potte leaded , And

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When it is halfe conſumed , put it in a Limbecke and dif 


till it: Then take the Lees, and bꝛape them vpon a Par⸗ 
ble fone , and put them againe into a Ltmbecke,x poure 
againe vpon it the ſame ople : do thus the tymes and 
kerpe it, fo: it is god Ad fixationem.

Ake as much of Aqua lunacis, deſcribed befoꝛe, as 
you wpll , diffill it ina Limbecke vntil it ware dzp, 
and you ſhall haue your Ople , werewith vou may 

fixe all kpndes , and harden alſo Percurp.

Ray Bꝛymſtone with Tartre in maner of pappe, put 
Re in a glaſſe vpon a fyꝛe of quick cooles, chꝛæ dapes 


then bꝛaye it againe, and diſtul it in a Limbecke, and 
that is called Oleum ſulphuris, 


To ſublime Miercurie. 

Ake a pounde of Percury , a quarterne of ſalte Ars 
12 niacke, poure vpon it god Utnaigre , that they 
map be liquide: mingle them together, t let them 

To ſtande vntill the nert moꝛowe. Bꝛap them well vpon a 
Mar bie ſtone, fo: al muſt be bꝛought into pouder befoze 
vou put the vinaigre to them, when pou haue thus bꝛaied 
them that the Percurp apeareth no moꝛe, let it dꝛy, and 
bꝛap it wel ſo dꝛie withoute dinaigre, then put it in a lim⸗ 
becke x ſublime it in a foꝛneiſe of ſublunation, as befoze is 
ſapde of the Bꝛymſtone: bynde faſt the felt obout y Lim 
beck that nothing bꝛeath out. The firſt. in houres pon ſhal 
make a ſmall fp:e vnder jt, vntill the moyſture come out 
aboue, which you ſhall know by the vapour that is bpon 
the pace of plate: then ſtoppe the hole, and make a grea- 
ter fo2e vnder it two houres long: then encreaſe the ſpꝛe 
foure houres long : the let it cole by little and little, and 
than open it and pou ſhall finde the Mercurp as whyte as 
a Lilly abone, and that whiche ſticketh on the ſpde , and 
Iveth vppon the Lees, rubbe it of 8 a Feather , and

bꝛaye it with the Les and ſtrong Uinaigre as befo:e, ter 
it dꝛie and ſublime it as befoze . This doe, ſo long bntill 
the Les ſmoke no moze vpon the coales.

Salte pꝛepared, mingle them together, and 
ſablime them in a Limbecke as befoze, 
Doe this th;& tymes, Sublime 
the Les as is ſapde vntilt 
they ſmoke no moze bp- 
on the coales , then 
calf them away. 
And if the Percurp be not as whpte 
as Snowe , take other common 
_ Saltepzepared, and ſub⸗ 
lyme it againe, vntil 
it be white ys 
noughe.
